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Since  its  founding  in  1867,  the  University  of  Illinois  tias  been  teaching  students  to  transfer 
advanced  knowledge  to  a  new  generation. 


Even'  day  across  the  state,  people  are 
in  touch  with  the  Universit)-  of  Illi- 
nois. Ill  the  public  schools,  students 
and  teachers  are  sh:iring  science 
information  on  the  College  of  Educa- 
tion's computerized  Science  Network; 
professional  engineers  are  studying 
ad\'anced  tecliniques  tlirougli  satellite 
and  videotaped  instruction  offered  b)' 
the  College  of  Engineering;  police 
officers  and  fire  figliters  are  putting 
into  practice  the  skills  they  learned  at 
the  L'niversit^ 's  Police  Training  and 
lire  Scr\ice  institutes;  and  legislators 
and  business  executives  are  consult- 
ing I  niversit)"  experts  on  issues 
ranging  from  consumer  s;ifet)'  to 
capital  expansion. 

Too  often  we  limit  our  under- 
standing of  the  University'  to  "four 
years  in  coUege."  Acquiring  knowl- 
edge is  a  lifelong  process,  and  much 
of  the  teaching  and  learning  takes 
place  off  campus.  Tlirougli  the 
Cooperati\e  Extension  Service,  for 
examjile,  the  Universit}'  manages 
programs  in  agriculture,  urban  and 
rural  revitalization,  youth  de\'elop- 
nient.  and  more  —  taking  knowledge 
into  iiomes  and  work  places  through- 
out the  state  and  serving  an  estimated 


700,000  citizens  annuaUy.  Tlirougli 
the  Office  of  Continuing  Education 
and  Public  Service,  the  liiii\'ersit)' 
offers  regular  academic  courses  off 
campus  and  via  correspondence,  and 
maintains  professional  de\'eIopment 
programs  with  business  and  industr)', 
social  agencies,  schools,  professional 
societies,  and  government  officials. 
Along  with  teacliing  and  public 
ser\'ice,  the  University  of  Illinois 
focuses  on  research.  Here  the  tradi- 
tional sciences  and  humanities  con- 
tribute both  new  discoveries  and  new 
interpretations  of  existing  knowledge. 
One  stunning  research  breakthrough 
occasionally  leads  to  other  discover- 
ies, such  as  when  the  theory  of  super- 
conducti\ir\'  and  the  discovery  of 
transistors  led  to  magnetic  resonance 
imaging  —  teclinologies  pioneered 
by  Universit)'  professors  and  now 
used  widely  for  medical  diagnoses 
and  an  arra)'  of  other  practical  appli- 
cations. More  often  the  research 
contributes  pieces  to  a  larger  puzzle. 
t)ne  answer  opens  the  door  to  new 
questions,  and  less  dramatic  disco\  er- 
ics accrue  o\er  a  period  of  time.  A 
fi\e-\ear  coniprehensi\e  study  in  the 
1980s,  tor  example,  coDected  an

enormous  amount  of  detailed  data 
from  Soviet  emigres  about  the  Soviet 
Lhiion;  the  information  is  expected  to 
yield  results  well  into  the  1990s.  As 
another  example,  the  countless  small 
research  advances  at  the  Universit)''s 
College  of  Agriculture  helped  place 
the  I  Inited  States  among  the  world's 
leading  food  exporters. 

Wliere  it  is  possible  campus  facili- 
ties serve  both  academic  and  public 
uses.  Tlie  Krannert  Center  tor  the 
Performing  Arts,  used  for  teaching 
courses  in  music,  theater  and  dance, 
offers  more  than  300  public  pertbr- 
iiiances  annually  of  both  student- 
produced  work  and  national  and 
international  artists.  Tlie  Krannert  Art 
Museum  and  World  Heritage  Museum, 
teaching  laboratories  for  students 
studying  such  areas  as  art  and  classics, 
are  also  open  to  the  public,  llie  Uni- 
versity's Willard  Airjiort  complex 
houses  the  Institute  of  A\  iation  and 
offers  air  connections  from  central 
Illinois  to  locations  througliout  the 
countn.  And  facilities  such  as  resi- 
dence halls  and  sports  arenas  tind  off 
season  uses  hosting  conferences,  liigli 


school  marcliing  bands,  and  civic 
events. 

Central  to  all  of  the  University's 
work  is  the  Librai^',  a  prized  campus 
resource  and  one  of  the  best  librar\ 
systems  in  the  world.  Its  size  of  more 
tlian  14  million  items  and  ready  access 
to  holdings  tlirougli  the  computer- 
ized catalog  attract  scholars  from  all 
over  the  world.  Several  dozen  special- 
ized collections  offer  students  and 
professors  in-depth  research  support 
and  contain  a  number  of  items  that 
are  simply  not  available  elsewhere. 
Only  Har\'ard  and  Yale  have  larger 
collections. 

Taken  together,  the  professors 
and  students  at  the  Universit)-  of 
Illinois  are  an  impressive  knowledge 
resource.  Undergraduates  bring  fresh 
perspectives  the  University-  as  the\ 
begin  looking  at  facts  and  exploring 
possibilities.  About  26,000  liiglily 
qualified  students  enroll  in  10  col- 
leges at  Illinois.  Tlie  di\isions  include 
the  College  of  Agriculture,  College  of 
Applied  Life  Studies,  College  of  Com- 
merce and  Business  Administration, 
College  of  Communications,  CoUege 
of  Education,  College  of  Engineering, 
College  of  Fine  and  Applied  Arts, 
College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences, 
Institute  of  Aviation  and  School  of 
Social  Work.  In  a  recent  fresliman 
class,  students  in  the  middle  50  per- 
cent had  ACT  scores  between  24  and 
28.  In  addition  to  their  own  in-depth 
studies,  graduate  students  often  help 
teach  and  advise  undergraduates  on 
their  concerns,  even  as  they  work 
with  more  established  researchers  to 
deepen  their  own  knowledge.  And 
professors  at  Illinois,  among  the  most 
respected  scholars  m  the  world,  bring 
the  results  of  their  ongoing  research 
into  the  classn)tjm  and  make  their 
results  known  ti)  a  wide  audience 
through  consulting,  lectures,  and 
publishing.  A  measure  of  the  Illinois 
facult) 's  excellence  is  the  number  of 
professors  honored  b)  prestigious 
institutions.  More  than  70  facult)' 
members  belong  to  the  American 


Academ)'  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  the 
National  Academy  of  Science,  or  the 
National  Academy  of  Engineering. 
Fifty-six  facult)'  members  have 
received  tlie  Presidential  Young 
Investigators  Award.  Together  the 
students  and  professors  participate  in 
the  ancient  exercise  of  transferring 
knowledge  —  and  at  a  world-class 
university'  like  Illinois,  they're  helping 
to  define  the  boundaries  of  knowl- 
edge itself. 

Since  its  founding  in  1867,  the 
University'  of  Illinois  has  been  teach- 
ing students  to  transfer  advanced 
knowledge  to  a  new  generation;

Its  distinguished  faciilt), 
outstanding  resources,  breadth  of 
acatiemic  programs  and  research 
disciplines,  and  large  and  di\erse 
student  body  constiuite  an  educa- 
tional community-  ideally  suited  for 
scholarship  and  research. 

A  major  center  for  the  arts,  the 
campus  attracts  dozens  of  nationalh 
and  internationalh  renowned  artists 
each  \  ear  to  its  widely  acclaimed 
Krannert  Center  for  the  Performing 
.\rts.  Designed  b}  aliminus  M;ix 
Abrannnitz,  and  architect  of  New 
York  (lit)  s  Lincoln  Center,  the  faciliU' 
has  four  indoor  theaters  and  an 
outdoor  amphitheater.  Together,  the> 
host  more  than  300  performances 
each  )ear,  including  those  b\-  major 
symphony  orchestras,  classical  and 
modern  ballet  companies  and 
indi\idual  artists,  such  as  Luciano 
Pa\  arotti,  Jean-Pierre  Rampal  and 
Isaac  Stem.

His 
leadership  at  Illinois  is  marked  by  an 
exceedingly  strong  commitment  to 
the  human  resources  of  the  Univer- 
sity and  to  the  humanizing  value  of 
the  University  for  society. 

Ikenberr\-  has  responsibility  for 
all  aspects  of  Universit)'  operations, 
including  campuses  at  Urbana- 
Champaign  and  Cliicago,  an  enroll- 
ment of  abcnit  60,000  students,  and 
an  annual  operating  budget  of  more 
than  S 1  billion.

Tlie  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Univer- 
sit\'  of  Illinois  exercises  final  authorit)' 
over  the  administration  and  gover- 
nance of  the  Universit)',  witliin  limits 
frxed  b\'  the  Illinois  Constitution  and 
state  law. 

Trustees  are  elected  statewide  by 
the  citizens  of  Illinois  in  November 
general  elections.  The  nine  elected 
members  ser\e  six-year  staggered 
terms:  three  terms  expire  and  are 
filled  every  two  years.  Board  mem- 
bers serve  without  pay. 

Tlie  governor  of  Illinois  is  an  ex- 
ofticio  member  of  the  board.  Two 
students,  one  from  each  campus, 
serve  single-year  terms;  student 
trustee  votes  are  advisor)'  only.  Tlie 
student  tmstees  for  1992-93  are:  Craig 
M.  Lawless  (Chicago)  and  Mark  B. 
Begovich  (l^rbana-Champaign). 

The  president  of  the  board  is 
elected  annually,  in  January;  from 
among  the  elected  trustees.  The 
current  president  is  Thomas  Lamont.

The  forerunner  of  the  Division  of 
Intercollegiate  Athletics  (DIA),  the 
I'niversit)'  of  Illinois  AtWetic  Associa- 
tion, \\as  chartered  in  1892  as  a  not- 
for-profit  corporation  of  the  State  of 
Illinois.  It  \Mis  charged  with  o\'ersee- 
ing  and  conducting  the  Universit)''s 
intercollegiate  atiiletic  programs  and 
;Lsst)ciated  support  senices,  and 
operated  as  a  separate  entity-. 

.\fter  the  state  legislature  voted  in 
June.  1989  to  bring  IT  athletics  with- 
in the  L'ni\ersit)-  proper  the  DIA 
assumed  the  functions  and  responsi- 
bilities of  the  Athletic  Association. 
The  Division  of  Intercollegiate  Ath- 
letics began  operations  officially  July 
1,  1989. 

Tlie  director  of  athletics  is  the 
Di\ision's  chief  executive  officer,  and 
reports  directly  to  the  chancellor  of 
the  L  rbana-Champaign  campus.  The 
chancellor  has  final  authority-  regard- 
ing the  athletic  program  in  all  areas 
except  for  budget  and  major  appoint- 
ments. Those  decisions  rest  w  ith  the 
University'  of  Illinois  Board  of 
Trustees. 

nie  Athletic  Board  serves  the  DIA 
in  an  ad\'ison'  capacity.  It  is  com- 
posed of  18  members,  15  of  whom 
are  Noting  members  (eiglit  faculty', 
four  alumni,  tw-o  students  and  one 
trustee);  the  three  non-voting  (ex- 
officio)  members  are  from  the  Uni- 
versit)'  administration. 

The  faculD.  and  student  members 
are  nominated  by  the  Urbana- 
Champaign  Senate  and  selected  by 
the  Chancellor 

DL\  revenues  are  derived  from 
tliree  major  sources:  gate  receipts 
from  football  and  men's  basketball; 
television  and  radio  riglits  fees  for 
those  two  sports;  and  donations  to 
the  Fighting  Illini  Scholarship  Fund. 
With  these  monies,  the  Universit)'  of 
Illinois  o\  er  the  )"ears  has  been  able 
to  fulJy  fund  the  NCAA  maximum 
allowable  number  of  scholarships  for 
student-athletes  in  each  of  its  19 
sports  programs.  Additionally,  the 


University'  had  been  able  to  maintain 
and  upgrade  its  facilities  to  stay  on 
par  with  the  best  major  collegiate 
programs  across  the  nation. 

Tlie  DIA  has  just  completed  an 
$  18  million  renovation  project  on 
Memorial  Stadium,  which  began 
directly  after  the  conclusion  of  the 
1991  home  football  season.  During 
the  construction,  workmen  made 
structural  repairs  and  replaced  the 
entire  concrete  floors  in  the  upper 
deck  seating  areas  as  well  as  a  major 
portion  of  the  lower  east  and  west 
main  seating  areas.  In  addition,  the 
ramps  in  the  towers  at  the  comers  of 
the  stadium  were  redone,  existing 
restroom  facilities  were  improved, 
and  additional  restrooms  were  added. 
University'  of  Illinois  Auxiliary-  rev- 
enue bonds  paid  for  the  project, 
which  should  ensure  the  stmctural 
integriDi'  of  the  69-year-old  stadium 
for  several  more  decades. 

New  artificial  turf  was  installed  on 
Memorial  Stadium's  Zuppke  field  in 
1989.  That,  along  with  the  "bubble,"

an  air-supported  dome  which  is  put 
in  place  each  December  through 
March,  facilitates  not  only  bowl-game 
preparation  and  early-spring  practice 
for  the  football  team,  but  also  intra- 
mural sports  activities  and  winter 
baseball  practice.  Other  recent  addi- 
tions to  Memorial  Stadium  include  a 
football  training  headquarters,  fea- 
turing one  of  the  nation's  largest  and 
most  advanced  weight-training 
rooms,  a  sports  medicine  area  and 
athlete  stud\  halls. 

Football  is  not  the  only  atiiletic 
program  receiving  benefits  from  new 
and  improved  facilities.  The  most 
recent  addition  to  the  University  of 
Illinois  atiiletic  physical  plant  is  the 
Atkins  Tennis  Center  a  state-of-the-art 
facUirs'  which  includes  six  indoor 
courts  and  eiglit  liglited  outdoor 
courts,  in  addition  to  a  pro  shop  and 
locker  and  team  rooms.  The  tennis 
center  opened  in  November  of  1991 . 

Tlie  baseball  and  track  teams  wUl 
begin  their  sixth  seasons  next  spring 
in  their  respective  facilities.  Illinois 
Field  is  a  first  rate  1,500-seat  baseball 
facilit)'.  and  is  targeted  for  a  hiture 
expansion  to  accommodate  5,000 
tans.  Tlie  nationally  acclaimed  track 
teams  are  primed  for  another  year  of 
competition  in  their  S2.2  million 
stadium,  with  future  plans  which  in- 
clude a  press  box  and  seating  for  up 
to  12,000  spectators, 

Tlie  basketbaU  teams  play  their 
games  at  the  Assembly  Hall,  located 
just  south  of  Memorial  Stadium,  Tlie 
Assembly  Hall  seats  more  than  16,000 
fans  tor  basketball. 

Huff  Hall,  the  home  of  Illinois 
basketball  from  1925-63  when  it  was 
known  as  Huff  G\ni.  is  in  the  midst  of 
a  step-b)-step  renewal  process 
designed  to  upgrade  it  as  a  practice 
and/or  competition  site  for  not  only 
\x)lle)  baU,  wliicli  is  in  its  tliird  year 
there,  but  also  for  wrestling,  fencing, 
gymnastics  and  basketball.  Eventually, 
mam  of  the  coaches'  offices  are 
expected  to  be  housed  at  Huft  Hall. 
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Ronald  E.  (Ron)  Guenther,  a  former 
smdent-atlilete  and  administrator  at 
tlie  University'  of  Illinois,  was  named 
as  the  Fighting  Illinis  eiglith  Direc- 
tor of  Atliletics  May  l4,  1992.  He 
replaced  former  AD  and  head  foot- 
ball coach  John  Mackovic  who  left 
the  LTI  in  December  of  1991  to  be- 
come head  football  coach  at  the 
Universit)'  of  Texas. 

Guenther  proudly  points  to  liis 
Orange  &  Blue  background,  and  says 
that  his  experiences  at  the  Ul  ;is  a 
student-athlete,  as  a  coach  and  as  an 
administrator  underline  his  dedica- 
tion to  his  alnia  mater 

"I  am  and  always  will  be  an 
mini,"  Guenther  says.  "Because  Ive 
earned  two  degrees  here,  1  want 
Illinois  to  have  the  best  program 
with  the  higliest  degree  of  integrin 
that  we  can  put  in  place.

Beck 
commanded  a  Notre  Dame  offense 
which,  in  1991,  averaged  455.5  yards 
per  game  and  helped  the  Fighting 
Irish  to  a  10-3  record  and  a  1992  Sugar 
Bowl  victor)'. 
Prior  to  his  time  at  Notre  Dame,  Beck  served  as  a  colle- 
giate head  coach  at  three  institutions.  He  took  over  three 
losing  football  programs  and  immediately  turned  them 
into  winners.  Grand  Valley  State  University  in  Michigan 
was  0-10  the  season  betbre  he  arrived.  Beck's  six  teams  at 
GVSU  all  produced  winning  records,  compiling  a  50-18  in 
his  six  seasons.  He  was  selected  Kodak  NCAA  Midwest  Re- 
gion Coach  of  the  Year  in  1989  when  the  Lakers  went  11-1 , 
and  again  in  1990  following  Grand  Valle)  "s  10-2  campaign. 
Illinois  Benedictine  had  endured  18  consecutive  losing 
seasons  prior  to  Becks  arrival.

A  liigli  school  graduate  of  Pinkerton  Academ\',  Mihalko 
was  the  first  member  of  his  school  to  earn  a  Division  I 
scholarship  in  any  sport. 
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Constructed  in  1923,  Memorial 
Stadium,  home  of  the  "Figliting  Ulini" 
football  team,  wa.s  built  as  a  memorial 
to  Illinois  men  who  gave  their  lives 
for  their  countr)'  during  World  War  I. 
The  men's  names  appear  on  200 
columns  that  support  the  east  and 
west  sides  of  the  stadium. 

Donations  of  approximately  Si."' 
million  made  by  more  than  200,000 
students,  alumni  and  other  friends  of 
the  University',  made  the  construction 
possible.  Tlie  Atliletic  Association 
(now  known  as  the  Division  of  Ath- 
letics) later  allocated  $509,805  to  the 
project  for  the  construction  of  the 
south  stands  and  other  stadium 
additions. 

Tlie  stadium  opened  November  3, 
1923,  when  Illinois  defeated  Chicago, 
7-0,  in  a  Homecoming  victory.  The 


stadium  was  dedicated  officially 
October  18.  1924,  a  day  that  Illinois 
not  onh  defeated  Michigan,  39-14,  for 
a  Homecoming  victory,  but  Harold 
"Red "  Grange  accounted  for  six 
touchdowns  in  what  remains  as  the 
single  greatest  performance  in 
Memorial  Stadium  histon,'.  In  the  first 
12  minutes  of  that  game.  Grange  ran 
for  a  total  of  265  yards  and  scored 
four  times.  He  had  liis  hands  on  the 
ball  onl\  six  times  and  left  the  field 
before  the  end  of  the  first  quarter 

In  the  third  quarter,  Grange 
returned  and  ran  13  yards  for  his  fifth 
touchdown,  and  in  the  final  period 
he  passed  to  Marion  Leonard  for 
his  sixth  score  of  the  d:i)'.  In  42 
minutes  of  pla)'ing  time,  Grange 
gained  a  total  of  402  yards,  carried 
the  ball  21  times  and  also  completed 


six  passes  for  64  yards.  Legendary 
coach  Amos  Alonzo  Stagg  called  it 
"the  most  spectacular  single-handed 
performance  ever  delivered  in  a 
major  game." 

Permanent  seating  capacity-  of 
Memorial  Stadium  is  66,457,  but  ca- 
pacitA-  is  currenth'  69.000  including 
the  bleachers  at  the  north  end  of  the 
playing  field.  During  the  1980s, 
Memorial  Stadiimi  saw  27  consecu- 
tive sell-outs.  Tlie  single-game  attend- 
ance record  is  78,297  for  a  1984  vic- 
tor)- over  Missouri. 

Ap]iroximately  71  percent  of 
Memorial  Stadium  seats  are  between 
the  goal  posts  with  18,000  in  each 
stand,  10,000  in  each  balcony  and 
12,246  in  the  south  stand  horseshoe. 

Installation  of  the  first  artificial  turf 
and  a  new  lighting  s)'stem  was  made

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Memorial  Stadium  was  built  as  a  memorial  to  the  Illinois  men  who  lost  their  lives  in  World  War 
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possible  through  a  1974  Golden 
Anni\ersan-  campaign  drive.  The 
liglits  ha\e  made  games  and  prac- 
tices, as  well  as  intramiind  competi- 
tion possible  after  sunset.  Even 
tliougli  the  field  is  lit  onl)'  from  the 
towers  on  the  tour  comers  of  Memo- 
rial Stadium,  the  liglit  intensity  is 
easily  sufficient  tor  major  nenvork 
telec;Lsts  of  niglit  games. 

Other  stadium  improvements  in- 
clude the  196""  installation  of  a  press 
box,  located  at  the  top  of  the  west 
balcony;  constaiction  of  the  Ray  Eliot 


Varsity  Room,  a  training  table  and 
troph)'  displa\'  area  at  the  southeast 
comer  of  tlie  stadium  that  was  built 
with  ftmds  donated  by  friends  of  the 
Atliietic  Association;  a  million-dollar 
stadium  renovation  project  in  1972, 
which  included  the  addition  of 
aluminum  seating  and  other  improve- 
ments; a  1977  renovation  of  the  var- 
sit}'  locker  rooms  and  trainer  facilities; 
and  a  computerized  message  board 
installed  in  1981  at  the  north  end  of 
the  stadium. 

In  April  1985,  $7  million  worth  of 


improvements  began.  Out  of  this 
project  came  installation  of  new 
artificial  turf  and  expansion  of  the 
football  headquarters  in  the  northeast 
comer  of  the  stadium.  Tlie  current 
artificial  surface  has  the  largest 
vertical  drainage  .system  of  any 
synthetic  surface  in  the  United  States, 
and  is  the  largest  collegiate  synthetic 
playing  surface  in  the  nation.  Tlie 
portion  of  it  between  the  goal  lines 
was  replaced  in  the  fall  of  1989  after 
vandals  bumed  a  4()-yard  swath  in  the 
middle  of  the  field  in  the  early- 
moming  hours  of  Sept.  24.  Employ- 
ees from  AstroTurt'  Industries  began 
removing  the  destroyed  pad  and  turf 
on  the  26th,  and  worked  aroimd  the 
clock  to  install  a  new  surface  in  time 
for  Illinois'  scheduled  Oct.  7  game 
against  Oliio  State. 

Memorial  Stadium's  most  recent 
renovations  occurred  between 
November  1991  and  August  1992. 
Tlie  $  18  million  project  included  the 
replacement  of  all  the  concrete 
bleachers  in  both  upper  decks,  as 
well  as  the  replacement  of  the  top  25 
rows  of  the  main  stands.  Tlie  stadi- 
um's electrical  and  drainage  systems 
were  also  brouglit  up  to  code  and 
new  restroom  facilities,  for  both  men 
and  women,  were  installed  in  the 
comer  towers  and  great  haUs.  The 
constmction  decreased  the  number 
of  seats  in  the  stadium  from  70,053 
last  year  to  69,000.  Tlie  project  was 
financed  througli  the  issuance  of 
revenue  bonds  by  the  Ul  Auxiliary 
Facilities  System. 

The  Memorial  Stadium  practice 
dome,  more  commonl)'  known  as 
"Tlie  Bubble,"  was  inflated  for  the 
first  time  in  December  1985,  and  the 
Fighting  Ulini's  new  locker  room 
facilities  opened  before  the  1986 
season. 

Illinois'  record  in  Memorial  Stadium 
is  192-l4(>l4  coming  into  the  1992 
season.

On  a  humid,  late-summer  afternoon,  Illinois  used  its  vaunted  pass- 
ing attack  to  pace  a  seiison-opening  3S-31  victon-  over  East  Carolina 
It  was  the  earliest  game  in  the  history  of  UI  tbotball,  but  quarter- 
back Jason  Verduzco  and  his  receivers  looked  in  midseason  form. 
After  an  opening-drive  one-yard  touchdown  plunge  by  ECU  quarter- 
back Jeffrey  Bhike,  Illinois  kicker  Claris  Richardson  booted  the  first 
field  goal  of  his  Figliting  lUini  career  to  close  within,  7-3.  Tlien,  fol- 
lowing a  Filmel  Johnson  interception  and  return  to  the  ECU  20yard 
Une,  Verduzco  tossed  a  three-yard  TD  pass  to  Elbert  Turner.  On  the 
next  LH  possession,  Verduzco  completed  an  eight-yard  TD  pass  to 
tiglit  end  Ken  Dilger  to  stretch  the  lead  to,  17-7.  After  a  5()-yard  field 
goal  by  ECU'S  Tony  Brenner,  Illinois  hillback  Kameno  Bell  sprinted 
55  yards  for  a  touchdown  with  just  2:21  remaining  in  the  second 
quarter  to  give  the  Fighting  Illini  a  2-t-lO  lead  at  the  half. 

Bell  started  the  second  half  with  his  second  touchdown,  this 
time  on  a  run  of  13  yards.  Verduzco  came  right  back  with  a  21-yard 
scoring  pass  to  Gus  Palma  to  make  the  score,  38-10. 

East  Carolina  abandoned  its  game  plan  and  went  exclusively  to 
tlie  pass  with  Blake  hooking  up  with  Dion  Johnson  for  scoring 
passes  of  40  and  80  >ards,  and  with  Chnlon  Drive  for  16  >ards  to 
bring  the  final  score  to,  38-31.  ECll  recovered  an  on-sidcs  kick  ;ifter 
Johnson's  80-yard  reception  with  less  than  two  minutes  remaining, 
but  the  UI  defense  forced  ECU  to  turn  the  ball  over  on  downs.

Li  front  of  a  split-national  television  audience  on  .\BC,  this  contest 
was  supposed  to  be  a  matchup  bctw'ccn  r^'o  liigli-fl)  ing  offenses. 
Houston  possessed  the  preseason  Heisman  Troph)-  favorite  in 
record-setting  quarterback  David  Klingler,  while  Illinois  had  rolled 
up  better  than  500  yards  in  total  offense  in  each  of  the  first  two 
games. 

Illinois  kept  its  end  of  the  deal  b)-  scoring  51  points  and 
amassing  645  yards  in  total  offense,  the  fourth-liighest  total  in 
school  history.  Jason  Verduzco  burst  into  the  national  spotlight  with 
his  third  sterling  performance  in  a  row,  completing  16  of  22  passes 
tor  341  yards  and  tliree  touchdowns.  His  effort  earned  him  Offen- 
sive Big  Ten  Player  of  the  Week  honors. 

The  game  was  never  really  in  doubt.  The  Illini  extend  a  7-3  first- 
quarter  lead  to  20-3  by  halftime  and  3+7  after  three  quarters. 
Houston's  only  touchdown  was  a  15-\ard  Klingler  pass  to  jolin 
Brown  with  38  seconds  left  in  the  third  quarter 

Running  back  Clinton  Lynch  saw  liis  first  extended  action  in  the 
backfield  and  nearly  became  the  first  Illinois  player  ever  to  top  100 
yards  in  both  rtishing  and  receiving  in  one  game  by  gaining  107 
)ards  on  l4  carries  and  85  yards  on  three  receptions  Receiver  Gus 
Palma  returned  from  a  sprained  shoulder  suffered  on  the  first  series 
at  Missouri  to  catch  five  passes  for  118  yards  and  three  touchdowns. 
The  Illinois  defense  held  the  potent  Houston  offense  to  just  10 
points,  and  picked  off  four  Klingler  passes. 

The  entire  Illinois  defense  was  honored  as  Big  Ten  Defcnsi\e 
Placer  of  the  Week.  Safet)  Mike  Hopkins  earned  national  Defensive 
Player  of  the  Week  from  We  Sporting  News  for  his  nine-tackle, 
tliree-PBU  performance.  Verduzco  earned  ABCs  Player  of  the  Game 
award  for  the  fourth  time  in  liis  career

With  Wildcat  confidence  growing  on  each  possession, 
the  Northwestern  defense  rose  for  a  goal-line  stand  in  the  final 
seconds  before  halftime  to  preserve  the  seven-point  advantage. 
Williams  dove  in  from  four  yards  to  give  NU  a  14-0  lead  before

to  injuries.  Feagin  had  his  best  day  as  a  Fighting  Illini  with  118  yards 
rushing  on  21  carries.  Tlie  loss  knocked  Illinois  out  of  the  Top  25, 
while  the  victor)'  was  Northwestern  s  first  over  a  ranked  team  in  20 
years.

Tlie  Fighting  mini  were  playing  their  first  g;ime  under  new  head 
eoaeh  LouTepper,  who  was  named  as  John  Mackovic's  replacement 
a  little  nn)re  than  two  weeks  earlier  \\  hen  Maeki)\  ie  tot)k  the 
coaching  job  at  Texas.  Illinois  had  frnished  the  se;ison  with  two 
consecuti\e  losses  and  the  Fighting  lllini  were  looking  to  start 
Tepper's  career  on  a  liigh  note. 

Tlie  Illinois  defense  certainly  came  to  pla>'  on  the  siin-kissed  Sun 
Bowl  tloor,  ln)lding  the  higli-octane  UCIA  attack  to  just  268  >ards  of 
total  oftense,  including  only  92  yards  on  the  ground.

Ra>'  Eliot,  knowd  to 
Illinois  tbotball  fans  as 
Mr  lllini;  held  the 
position  of  head  football 
coach  at  the  U  of  I  for 
more  years  than  anyone 
else  except  Bob  Zuppke.  Eliot  was  born 
Raymond  Nusspickel  at  Brighton,  Mass.,  in 
1905,  and  graduated  from  the  University  of 
IlHnois  in  1932  after  lettering  in  baseball 
and  three  times  in  football  as  a  tackle.  After 
entering  the  coaching  profession  at  Illinois 
College  in  Jacksonville,  he  returned  to  the 
U  of  1  in  1937  as  line  coach  under  Zuppke 
before  replacing  him  in  1942.  At  Illinois, 
Eliot  produced  Big  Ten  championships  in 

1946,  1951  and  1953.  His  teams  claimed 
Rose  Bowl  victories,  45-14,  over  UCLA  in 

1947,  and,  40-7,  over  Stanford  in  1952. 
Eliot,  who  for  years  was  in  demand  as  a 
lecturer  at  football  clinics  around  the 
nation,  was  renowned  as  a  motivator  A 
nine-word  motto  he  uttered,  typified  his 
Fighting  lllini  spirit:  "An>thing  you  think 
you  can  do,  you  can  do."

■Rose  Bowl  of  1952  was  the  first  national  network 
telecast  of  any  bowl  gome  and  first  national 
college  football  gome  telecast 
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A  meeting  of  seven  Midwest  univer- 
sity- presidents  Januan-  11,  1895  at  the 
Palmer  House  in  Chicago,  was  the 
first  development  of  what  would  be- 
come one  of  organized  sports'  most 
successful  undertakings. 

Those  seven  men,  beliind  the 
leadership  of  James  H.  Smart,  presi- 
dent of  Purdue  Uni%'ersit>'.  established 
die  principles  for  which  the  Intercol- 
legiate Conference  of  Facult)'  Repre- 
sentatives, more  popularly  known  as 
the  Big  Ten  Conference,  would  be 
founded. 

At  that  meeting,  a  blueprint  for 
the  control  and  administration  of  col- 
lege athletics  under  the  direction  of 
appointed  facultx'  representatives  was 
outlined.  The  presidents'  first  known 
action  was  to  'restrict  eligibilit\  for 
athletics  to  bonafide,  full-time  stu- 
dents who  were  not  delinquent  in 
their  studies."  This  helped  limit  some 
problems  of  the  times,  especially-  the 
participation  of  professional  athletes 
and  'non-suidents "  in  the  university- s 
regular  sporting  events.  That  impor- 
tant legislation,  along  with  others  that 
would  foUow  in  the  coming  years, 
served  as  the  primar>  buUding  block 
for  amateur  intercollegiate  athletics. 

Eleven  months  after  the  presi- 
dents" meeting,  one  faculty  member 
from  each  of  those  seven  universities 
met  again  at  the  Rdmer  House,  and  of- 
ficially- established  the  mechanics  of 
the  "Intercollegiate  Conference  of  Fac- 
ulty Representatives,"  or  'Western 
Conference"  or  "Big Ten  Conference." 

The  seven  universities  were:  the 
University-  of  Chicago,  the  University 
of  Illinois,  the  University-  of  Michigan, 
the  University  of  Minnesota,  North- 
western University,  Purdue  University 
and  the  University  of  Wisconsin. 
Iiidiana  University  and  the  State  Uni- 
versity of  Iowa  were  admitted  in 
1899.  Ohio  State  joined  in  1912.  Chi- 
cago withdrew  in  1946,  and  Michigan 
State  College  (now  Michigan  State 
University)  was  added  three  years 
later  in  1949.

stancy-  in  membership,  the  Big  Ten  re- 
cently expanded  to  11  members  for 
the  first  time.  On  Jtme  4,  1990,  the 
Council  of  Ten,  comprised  of  Big  Ten 
university  presidents,  voted  to  con- 
firm its  earlier  decision  to  integrate 
Pennsylvania  State  University  into  the 
conference.  The  Ninany  Lions  will 
begin  playing  football  in  the  Big  Ten 
Conference  beginning  next  season. 

At  the  turn  of  the  century-,  faculty- 
representatives  established  rules  for 
intercollegiate  atWetics  that  were 
novel  for  the  time.  As  early  as  1906, 
the  faculty-  approved  legislation  that 
required  eligible  athletes  to  meet 
entrance  requirements  and  to  have 
completed  a  ftiil  years  work,  along 
with  having  one  year  of  residence. 
Freshmen  and  graduate  students  were 
not  permitted  to  compete,  training 
tables  (or  quarters)  were  forbidden, 
and  coaches  were  to  be  appointed  by- 
university-  bodies  "at  modest  salaries." 

Football  and  baseball  were  the 
popular  sports  prior  to  1900.  Wiscon- 
sin won  the  first  two  football  cham- 
pionships and  Chicago  claimed  the 
first  three  baseball  titles. 

Since  then,  there  have  been  many 
different  athletic  events  popularized 
on  Big  Ten  campuses.  Some  became 
extremely  popular — football  and 
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basketball,  for  example.  Others,  like 
boxing,  fell  by  the  wayside.  Today, 
the  Big  Ten  sponsors  12  champion- 
ships for  men  and  II  for  women. 

Jim  Delany-,  44,  who  became  con-i 
ference  commissioner  in  1989,  is  onlf 
the  fifth  individual  to  hold  the  title. 
He  oversees  the  operation  of  the  Big" 
Ten  Conference  office  and  its  25- 
member  staff,  which  recently  located 
to  the  new  Big  Ten  Conference  offict 
headquarters  and  meeting  center  in 
Park  Ridge,  111. 

From  the  Conference  office  head- 
quarters, Delany  and  liis  staff  manage 
more  than  200  live  television  events 
(more  than  any-  other  sports  entity), 
provide  legislative  and  compliance 
services  to  member  institutions  and 
their  personnel,  manage  15  different 
sport  championsliips,  administer  in- 
season  schedules  for  another  six 
sports,  provide  staff  services  to  more 
than  400  coaching  and  administrative 
personnel  on  Big  Ten  campuses  and 
service  the  media  and  fans'  needs  an( 
interests  for  information  on  the  Big 
Ten  Conference. 


Each  year  the  Big  Ten  champion 
earns  the  right  to  represent  the  con- 
ference against  the  Pacific  Ten  champ 
in  college  tbotballs  greatest  spec- 
tacle, the  Rose  Bowl. 

Toda) 's  Rose  Bowl  had  its  begin- 
nings in  1890  in  Pasadena,  Calif.,  a 
growing  southern  California  cit)-  with 
a  population  of  fewer  than  5,000  peo- 
ple, most  of  whom  had  been  trans- 
plants from  cities  in  the  East  and 
Midwest.  In  late  1889, 
one  of  the  town's 
leading  citizens 
proposed  to  a  group 
of  fellow  Valley  Hunt 
Club  members  that  it 
would  be  nice  to  have 
a  small  parade  and 
display-  of  atliletic 
competitions  on  New 
Year's  Da)-.  The 
Pasadena  natives  had 
long  forgotten  their 
snow-covered  homes 
in  the  East  and  were 
anxious  to  showcase 
their  beautiful  Califor- 
nia climate. 

The  parade  was  a  line  of  flower- 
adorned  carriages,  and  the  games 
consisted  of  foot  races,  tugs  of  war 
and  jousts  among  the  local  citizenn-. 

Tlie  foot  races  and  tugs  of  war 
kept  the  townspeople's  interest  until 
around  1902.  Tlie  suggestion  then 
was  made  to  invite  two  coOege  foot- 
ball teams  to  compete  in  the  post- 
season celebration.  Tlie  two  teams 
that  pla)ed  in  college  football's  first 
intersectional  postseason  game  were 
Michigan  and  Stanford  in  1902.  Mich- 
igan, led  by  Head  Coach  Fielding  H. 
(Hurry-Up)  Yost,  dominated  the  Stan- 
ford team,  49-0,  in  a  game  that  was 
stopped  with  more  than  nine  minutes 
remaining.  Tlie  Rose  Bowl  had  been 
set  back  l4  \'ears. 

Local  residents  decided  that,  per- 
haps, football's  time  had  not  yet  ar- 
rived and  for  the  next  14  years,  the 
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Rose  Bowl  gave  way  to  a  number  of 
other  events. 

For  mam  years  the  main  attrac- 
tion in  Tournament  Park  (the  prede- 
cessor of  the  current  Rose  Bowl 
stadiimi)  was  chariot  races,  althougli 
polo  matches  attracted  equally-  large 
crowds.  However,  in  1912,  interest  in 
the  chariot  races  began  to  decrease 
following  an  accident.  So,  in  1913,  two 
unusual  events  were  scheduled.  Tlie 
first,  a  race  between  a  camel  and  an 
elephant,  was  tried  and  was  never 
repeated.  Tlie  other  idea  was  just  as 
exciting,  but  ne\  er  seemed  to  catch 
on  with  the  communit)'.  Tliat  idea  w;is 
an  ostrich  race,  wliich  proved  to  be 
more  exciting  than  origin:illy  planned 
when  one  of  the  jocke\s  was  tlirown 
from  his  mount.  In  an  effort  to  cai> 
ture  liis  stnn-  bird,  the  jocke\'  found 


himself  kicked  across  the  track.  The 
ostrich  races  were  discontinued. 

In  1916,  the  decision  was  made  to 
bring  back  football,  and  the  Rose 
Bowl  has  been  the  "Grandaddy  of 
them  all"  ever  since. 

Until  1923,  the  Tournament  of 
Roses  Committee  selected  the  two 
teams  that  would  compete  in  the 
New  Year's  Day  classic.  From  1923- 
1946,  the  West  Coast  representative 

was  aUowed  to  choose 
its  Eastern  opponent. 
Tlie  decision  was 
made  by  the  Pacific 
Coast  Conference. 
Tlie  Big  Ten  sent  a 
representative  in  1921 , 
when  Ohio  State  lost 
to  California,  280.  Fol- 
lowing that  season, 
however  the  Big  Ten 
established  a  ban  on 
postseason  football 
games  that  lasted  26 
seasons. 

Tlie  Big  Ten  lifted 
the  postseason  policy 
Sept.  1,  1946,  and  a  five-year  pact  was 
signed  between  the  Big  Ten  and 
Pac-10  allowing  Illinois  to  play  UCLA 
in  the  194~  Rose  Bowl.  Tlie  agree- 
ment \\as  revised  in  1962,  and  since 
then  the  two  conference  champions 
have  placed  each  year  on  New  Years 
Day 

Tlie  national  awareness  and 
attention  given  to  the  Rose  Bowl  is 
unequalled.  Approximately  125 
million  television  viewers  watch  the 
Rose  Parade  each  year  and  more  than 
90  millit)n  \-iew  the  football  game. 

Tlie  Uni\-ersit>-  of  Illinois  has  parti- 
cipated in  four  Rose  Bowl  games— 
194",  1952.  1964,  1984.  Tlie  Figliting 
Illini  have  won  tliree  of  the  four  Rose 
Bowl  games  it  has  played,  giving  it 
the  best  winning  percentage  of  any 
Big  Ten  school. 
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In  1889,  University  of  Illinois  student 
Scott  Williams  noticed  a  bulletin 
board  card  announcing  that  an) one 
interested  in  playing  football  should 
report  to  campus  that  :iftemoon. 

Iliat  da>'  he  arrived  to  see  a  group 
of  students  chasing  and  kicking  a 
ball  in  a  manner  that  barel)'  resem- 
bled the  game  of  football  that  he 
phned  at  State  Normal  Uni\ersit), 
just  over  50  miles  west  of  Champaign. 

After  the  boys'  workout,  Williams 
assembled  the  group  and  gave  it  in- 
struction on  how  the  ball  should  be 
passed  and  kicked.  He  also  explained 
the  scoring  s)stem  and  other  points 
of  strategy'.  The  gang  reassembled 
and  played  a  little  while  longer  with 
Williams  as  their  leader. 

The  following  year  Williams  and 
some  teammates  approached  the 
heads  of  the  athletic  department 
with  the  hopes  that  they  could 
represent  the  UI  in  a  game  of  foot- 
ball against  Illinois  Wesleyan  at 
Bloomington.  Anticipating  little  en- 
thusiasm, Williams  suggested  that 
the  team  pay  its  own  expenses, 
provide  uniforms,  and  pay  its  own

train  fare.  Permission  was  granted. 
The  first  University  of  Illinois  foot- 
ball team  boarded  a  train  Thursday, 
Oct.  2,  1890,  to  compete  in  the 
Illinois  Oratorical  Association  meet- 
ing in  Bloomington,  an  athletic  com- 
petition featuring  contests  in  track, 
tennis,  baseball  and  football. 

With  Williams  serving  as  coach, 
captain  and  quarterback,  Illinois  lost 


to  Wesleyan,  l6-0.  Althougli  Illinois 
lost  its  first  football  game,  it  did  win 
the  championship  cup  for  the  week- 
ends activities. 

Illinois'  second  game  of  the 
season  was  against  Purdue,  a  team 
which  had  been  under  great  prepara- 
tion for  the  game.  The  Boilers  de- 
feated Illinois,  62-0,  but  the  young 
UI  11  had  learned  a  few  lessons  from 
the  advanced  Purdue  team  before 
entering  the  last  game  of  its  first 
season,  a  rematch  against  Wesleyan. 

Illinois  hosted  its  first-ever  home 
game  Nov.  26,  1890.  The  contest 
was  met  with  great  anticipation  in 
the  community.  Nearly  300  fans 
arrived  at  the  Champaign  fair  grounds 
to  see  WF.  Slater  score  two  touch- 
downs in  a  12-6  Illinois  victory,  which 
ended  its  first  season  with  a  1-2 
record. 

Scott  Williams  stepped  down  as 
captain  and  coach  after  the  1890  sea- 
son, but  remained  on  the  roster  as  a 
player  on  the  1891  Illinois  team,  win- 
ners of  all  six  games  and  champions 
of  the  Illinois  Intercollegiate  Football 
League.

"niibuck" 

(Ohio  State— Since  1925) 

■'lUibuck"  is — or  was — a  turtle, 
destined  for  long  life,  it  was  hoped. 
But  the  wear  and  tear  of  traveling 
between  Champaign-Urbana  and 
Columbus  was  too  much,  even  for  a 
hardy  marine  reptile,  "lllibuck "  died 
in  the  spring  of  1927  and  his  succes- 
sor is  now  a  wooden  replica.  Mem- 
bers of  two  junior  honorar\'  societies. 
Bucket  and  Dipper  of  Ohio  State  and 
Sachem  of  Illinois,  annually  meet  at 
halftime  of  the  Fighting  Illini-Bucke>'e 
game  to  smoke  the  peace  pipe  and 
present  the  lllibuck"  trophy  to  last 
years  winning  school. 
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"Cannon" 

(Purdue— Since  1943) 

The  "Cannon,"  more  accurately 
known  as  the  Purdue  Cannon,  made 
its  first  trip  to  Champaign-Urbana  in 
1905  when  a  group  of  Purdue  stu- 
dents brouglit  it  to  fire  ;ifter  a  Boiler- 
maker victor)'.  Rirdue  won  the  game, 
29-0,  but  the  Cannon  was  never  fired. 
Illinois  student  Quinc)'  Hail  found 
the  Cannon  hidden  near  the  old  Illi- 
nois Field.  Hall  and  a  group  of  Delta 
Upsilon  brothers  confiscated  the 
Cannon  and  held  it  until  19-t3  when 
the)'  donated  it  as  a  s)'mbol  of  the 
Illinois-Purdue  rivalr)^. 


"Tomahawk" 

(Nortliwestern— Since  1945) 
The  story  of  the  Illinois-Northwestern 
trophy  dates  back  to  1945  when  the 
staff  members  of  the  two  student 
newspapers  conceived  the  idea  of  a 
wooden  Indian  trophy,  "Sweet  Siotrx." 
In  September,  1946,  "Sweet  Siotrx" 
was  stolen  from  a  showcase  at  North- 
western. A  Toni:iliawk  Trophy  was 
inaugurated  in  1947  to  replace  the 
wooden  Indian  and  has  been  used 
since.  "Sweet  Sioux "  was  foimd  in 
1948,  but  was  discarded  because  of 
its  bulk. 
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lomecoming,  a  tradition  on  just 
bout  every  college  campus  in  the 
Jnited  States,  is  celebrated  with  zest 
s  graduates  and  fomier  students 
etum  to  renew  fond  college  memo- 
ies — and  it  all  began  at  the  Univer- 
ity  of  Illinois.  Tlie  fall  of  1992  marks 
he  82nd  year  for  the  campus-wide 
elebration  which  began  the  week- 
■nd  of  October  14-16,  1910. 

The  Homecoming  celebration 
vas  conceived  in  1909  by  Ul  students 
:.E  (Dab)  WilUams  and  W.  Elmer 
ikblaw,  members  of  the  Shield  and 
ndent  senior  society.  The  Shield  and 
ndent  Society  joined  with  another 
enior  society^,  PhoenLx,  to  organize 
he  three-day  event  and  submitted  a 
•etition  to  the  Universit}'  Council  of 
idministrators  asking  the  weekend  to 
le  set  aside  for  the  First  Annual  Fall 
lomecoming.  Once  the  proposal 
vas  approved,  the  senior  societies, 
laving  instituted  the  movement, 
esigned  their  claims  to  the  Illinois 
Jnion,  which  has  organized  the 
lomecoming  since  that  time. 
I    At  the  center  of  the  weekend 
estivities  was  the  Illinois-Chicago 
jotball  game  on  Saturday,  Oct.  15, 
910.  Illinois,  under  the  leadership  of 
Captain  Glenn  D.  Butzer  scored  the 
rst  victor)'  over  Cliicago — by  a  score 
f  3-0 — on  a  drop-kick  by  Otto  Seller 
tore  than  1,500  graduates  returned 
o  Champaign-Urbana  at  the  original 
lomecoming,  one-tliird  of  all  its 
raduates. 

The  weekend  activities  included  a 
arsity  "Alumni"  baseball  game,  an 
Tterclass  track  meet,  a  band  reunion, 
"rooter"  section  at  the  game  (wliich 
liter  became  "Block  1")  and  a  Hobo 
land  parade.  The  Hobo  band  parade 
/as  put  on  by  members  of  the  senior 
lass  who  paraded  from  Green  Street 
o  Illinois  Field.  A  prize  for  the  most 
omical  costume  of  the  day  was 
iven,  setting  the  stage  for  modem 
tailgreat"  contests  and  celebrations.

Illiniwek  (pronounced  "ill- 
iYE-nih-wek')  was  the  name  of 
he  loose  confederation  of 
Ugonquin  tribes  that  once  lived 
n  the  region.  The  French 
-■hanged  the  ending  to  "ois"  in 
laming  what  became  the  state 
)f  Illinois.  Illiniwek  means  "they 
ire  men"  and  former  Illinois 
botball  coach  Robert  Zuppke  is 
jelieved  to  have  suggested 
;alling  the  LH  s>'mbol  Chief 
Iliniwek. 

In  1926,  Assistant  Band 
director  Ray  Dvorak  conceived 
the  idea  of  performing  an 
toerican  Indian  dance  during 
lalftime  of  the  Illinois  vs. 
'ennsylvania  football  game  in 
Philadelphia.  Lester  Leutwiler  a 
tudent  interested  in  Indian 
ore,  was  chosen  for  the  role. 
£Utwiler's  performance,  done  in  a 
lomemade  costume,  was  received  so 
veil  that  he  was  asked  to  continue 
lis  dance  tlirough  the  1928  season. 

Webber  Borchers,  the  second 
Chief  Illiniwek,  was  the  first  to 
iippear  in  authentic  American  Indian 
egalia.  He  initiated  a  campaign  to 
aise  money  to  replace  his  homemade 
)utfit  with  an  authentic  one,  but  with 
he  Depression  on,  he  received  just 
115  dollars.  However,  a  Champaign 
inerchant  stepped  in  to  fund  the  rest 
jind  Borchers  was  off. 
1     He  recalled:  in  the  summer  of 
i930, 1  went,  at  my  own  expense,  to 
he  Pine  Ridge  reservation  in  South 
)akota.  I  hitchliiked  out,  called  an 
ndian  agent  and  explained  my  mis- 
ion.  He  and  an  Indian  trader  called  in 
n  older  Sioux  woman.  She  and  two 
ounger  women  made  the  suit." 


Chief  Illiniwek  has  been  fhe  symbol  of  Illinois  athletics 
since  1926. 


On  Nov  8,  1930,  in  New  York's 
Yankee  Stadium,  Illinois  faced  Army 
in  the  seventh  game  of  the  season.  It 
was  there  that  Borchers  made  the 
first  appearance  of  Chief  Illiniwek  in 
that  outfit.  Since  then,  five  different 
authentic  outfits  have  been  used  by 
Cliief  Illiniwek.  Tlie  one  used  in 
perfomiimces  now  was  purchased  in 
1983  from  SioiLx  Cliief  Frank  Fools 
Crow,  and  is  topped  by  a  headdress 
of  turkey  feathers.

the  1914  stiiiad  Tile  sc|iiad  was  only  Coaeh  Robert  Zaippke's  second  at 

Illinois  and  would  be  Ihe  first  ot'tinir  national  chiuiipionship  teams  he 

wotild  lead  in  his  29  \ears  at  Illinois    llie  l-ighling  lUini  defense  shut  out 

four  of  the  season's  se\en  opponents,  yielding  onh  22  points  the  entire 

1914  season.  Wliile  the  defense  was  stifling  any  and  e\ery  team  in  its 

w  a\,  the  offense  racked  up  an  incredible  average  of  ^2  points  per  game, 

including  a  51-0  shellacking  of  Indiana  October  10.  This  team  was  so 

goiKJ  that  no  one  scored  a  point  against  it  until  die  fifth  game  of  the 

.se\cn-game  .season,  October  31  In  fact,  the  closest  game  of  the  year, 

two  weeks  later  wiusn't  very  close  at  all.  a  2\-~  home  decision  over 

Chicago.  Ixading  the  wa)'  for  Zuppke's  troops  was  right  halfback  Bart 

Macomber  He  led  the  team  in  scoring,  but  wasn't  even  iiiuned  to  the 

all<onference  team.  Left  guarti  Itiilpli  ("hapman  was  named  to  Walter 

C;inip's  first  team  All  America  squad,  while  left  halftxick  Harold  Pogue, 

the  team's  second-leading  scorer,  was  named  to  Camps  second-team. 
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1919:  nie  1919  team  was  the  only  one  of  Coach  Zuppke's  national 
championsliip  sc|uads  to  kxse  a  game.  Wisconsin  managed  to  defeat  the 
Figliting  mini  in  llrbana  in  the  tliird  game  of  the  season,  14-10,  to  tempo- 1 
rarily  knock  Illinois  out  of  the  conference  lead.  However,  Zuppke's  men 
came  back  from  the  Wisconsin  defeat  with  three  consecutive  wins  to 
set  up  a  showdown  with  the  Buckeyes  at  Ohio  Staditim  on  November 
22  to  determine  the  conference  champion.  Illinois  .scored  first  on  a  first- 
quarter  touchdown  and  nc\er  looked  back.  Tlie  Figliting  lUini  added  a 
field  goal,  before  allowing  a  Buckeye  touchdown  and  conversion.  With 
die  final  sct)re,  9-7,  in  Illinois'  favor  the  lllini  won  the  conference  title 
and  were  later  named  national  champions.  Riglit  guard  Clarence 
Applegran  was  named  to  Eckersall's  second-team  All-America  squad, 
and  left  tackle  Burt  Ingwersen  and  center  Jolin  Depler  were  both 
members  of  Walter  Ciimp's  .second-team  All-America  squad. 
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1923:  The  192.3  season  became  a  particularly  special  year  in  Illinois 

football  histon'.  Not  only  did  Illinois  and  Cxiach  Ztippke  win  its  tliird 

national  championship  in  10  \ears,  but  .Memorial  Stadium  was  finally 

complete  It  was  unveiled  for  all  to  see  at  the  homecoming  contest,  a 

\ictory,  vs.  Cliicago  Nov.  3  Tlie  1923  season  also  meant  the  arrival  of 

legendary  halfback  Red  Grange,  who  was  to  become  possibly  the  most 

storied  college  football  player  ever.  Grange  was  named  a  Walter  Camp 

All-,\merican  scoring  ~2  points  that  season.  After  the  win  over  Chicago, 

the  Figliting  lllini  finished  their  undefeated  .sea.son  by  shutting  out  their 

last  three  opponents  en  route  to  a  tie  for  the  conference  crown  with 

Michi.gan,  whom  Illinois  didn't  play  'Hie  defense  was  spectacular,  as 

Illinois  held  its  last  five  opponents  scoreless  and  out.scored  its  foes, 

82-0,  to  finish  the  season.  In  addition  to  (irange,  left  guard  James 

McMillen  joined  the  Galloping  Cihost  on  several  award  teams, 

including  Eckersall's  first-team  All-America  .squad.

1    Besides  a  tie  with  Iowa  State,  the  1927  Illinois  club  w;ls  literally  un- 
beatable, yielding  onh  2-i  points  the  entire  seison.  12  of  them  coming 
at  the  hands  of  the  Cyclones.  Besides  Iowa  State,  onh'  Northwestern 
anti  Chicago  were  able  to  score  a  single  point  against  this  ferocious 
Fighting  lllini  team.

Red  Grange  is  one  of  footballs  all-time  greats,  and  argu- 
ably the  games  greatest  all-time  offensive  pla>  er.  He  is  a 
charter  member  of  the  Pro  ( 1963)  and  College  (1951) 
Football  Halls  of  Fame.  Grange's  most  memorable  perfor- 
mance came  Oct.  18,  1924  when  he  scored  four  touch- 
downs in  the  first  12  minutes  vs.  Michigan  in  the  Memorial 
Stadium  dedication  game.  Later  in  the  same  game  he  ran 
for  a  fifth  touchdown  and  threw  for  a  sLxth.  Nicknamed 
the  "Wlieaton  Iceman"  and  "Galloping  Ghost,"  he  left 
Illinois  to  pla\-  pro  football  w  ith  the  Chicago  Bears  under 
former  Figliting  Illini  George  Halas.

He  is  credited  with 
i^^|[^flp     jiroposing  and  writing  the  first  football 
code  for  the  proper  conduct  of  its  play- 
ers. In  an  age  when  the  game  was  often  brutal  and  reck- 
less. Hall's  code  was  adopted  and  later  appeared  in  the 
Official  Football  (luide.  Hall  is  also  known  tor  putting  the 
1892  Illinois  team  through  the  most  grueling  schedule  ever 
thnist  upon  a  college  football  team.  Tlie  Figliting  Illini, 
with  t)nly  18  pkuers,  played  six  games  in  just  eight  days, 
in  three  states.  Illinois  went  4-2  on  the  trip  and  finished 
Hall's  first  season  with  a  9-3-2  record.  No  Illinois  team  has 
ever  played  more  games  in  one  season.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  in  1932.  William  Bingliam,  Har\'ard's  athletic  direc- 
tor said,  'If  "Walter  Camp  was  the  father  of  American 
Football,  certainly  E.K.  Hall  was  the  savior'  of  the  game."

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Bart  Macomber 

(Inducted  in  1972) 


Macomber  joined  All-America  Hal 
Pogiie  in  the  backfield  to  lead  Illinois 
and  second) ear  Head  Coach  Bt)b 
Ziippke  to  their  first  national  champi- 
onsliip  in  1914.  Tliat  team  shut  out  its 
first  four  opponents,  before  allowing

Bemie  Shively

Red  Grange  was  led  to  many  of  liis 
spectacular  scores  b)  an  agile,  atliletic 
guard  who  was  so  quick  and  powerful 
for  Ills  size  that  he  wrestled  for  the  Big 
Ten  heav)'weight  championship  in 
1926.  He  lost  the  bout,  however  after 
wrestling  George  Fisher  of  Indiana  to  a 
draw  during  regulation  and  then  losing  the  coin  toss  to 
decide  the  champion,  Shi\'eh'  earned  M-America  htjnors 
[as  a  guard  in  1926.  He  joined  the  Universit}'  of  Kentucky's

George  W.  Woodruff 

(Inducted  in  1963) 

Woodrtiff  coached  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  in  its  greatest  days  of 
coUege  football.  He  compUed  a  12-i-15-2 
record  from  1892-1901  at  Penn.  His 
189~  Pennsylvania  team  was  a  perfect 
15-0  and  was  recognized  as  national 
champions.  Woodruff  coached  one 

season  at  Illinois,  compiling  a  record  of  8-6  in  1903.  He 

died  in  1934. 

Claude  "Buddy"  Young 

(Inducted  in  1968) 

In  a  c<)llege  career  split  by  the  armed 
ser\  ices,  tiie  S-foot-S-Lnch  halfback 
earned  All-America  honors  in  1944, 
Young  scored  13  touchdowns  in  his  All- 
America  )'ear  wliile  rushing  for  842 
yards  with  an  am;izing  8.9  yards-per- 
carn'  average.  He  mshed  for  103  yards 
in  lUinois'  45-14  upset  of  imbcaten  I  'CLA  in  the  194~  Rose 
Bowl  and  was  selected  as  the  game's  MVP  A  world-class 
sprinter  Young  enjoyed  a  length)-  pro  football  career  and 
served  as  an  assistant  commissioner  in  the  NFL.  He  died  in 
1983. 

Robert  Zuppke 

(Inducted  in  1951) 

Hired  by  Athletic  Director  George  Huff 
as  head  football  coach  in  1913,  Zuppke 
held  tile  position  for  29  )-ears.  the 
longest  tenure  of  any  Illinois  head 
coach.  An  inno\  ator  and  trend-setter 
Zuppke  established  many  of  the  current 
traditions  and  stales  of  football  toda>-. 
He  is  credited  with  in\  enting  se\  eral  different  formations, 
the  flea-flicker  the  huddle  and  spring  practice.  He  also 
recniited  and  coached  Red  Grange,  considered  by  many 
as  the  greatest  pkner  in  football  histor\-.  In  all,  Zuppke 
won  four  national  titles  ( 1914,  1919,  1923.  1927),  seven 
conference  championships,  and  compiled  a  record  of  131- 
81-13.  The  playing  field  at  Memorial  Stadium  is  named  ;ifter 
him  and  is  identified  b)  a  large  stone  engraving  imder  the 
scoreboard  in  the  north  end  zone.

NCAA's  senicc  bureau)  compiled  the  first  official  compre- 
hensi\  e  roster  of  all-time  All-Americans. 

Hie  compilation  of  the  All-America  roster  was  super- 
\  ised  b)-  a  panel  of  analysts  v\  orking  in  large  part  with  the 
liistorical  records  contained  in  the  files  of  the  Dr.  Baker 
Football  Information  Ser\ice. 

Tlie  roster  consists  of  onl)  those  players  who  were 
first-team  selections  on  one  or  more  of  the  All-America 
teams  that  were  selected  for  the  national  audience  and 
recei\ed  nationwide  circulation. 

Not  included  in  the  NCAA's  list  are  the  thousands  of 
placers  who  received  All-America  mention  on  second  or 
tliird  teams,  nor  the  numerous  others  who  were  selected 
by  newspapers  or  agencies  with  circulations  that  were 
not  primarily  national  and  with  viewpoints,  therefore,  that 
were  not  normally  nationwide  in  scope.

Credentials 
which  are  not  mailed  may  be  picked  up  at  the  "Press  Will 
Call"  window  at  the  midpoint  of  the  west  side  of  the 
stadium,  not  at  the  press  door  No  parking  passes  will  be 
left  at  the  "Press  Will  Call"  window.  Persons  picking  up 
credentials  will  be  required  to  furnish  positive  identifica- 
tion. All  credentials  are  non-transfemble. 

Press  Box  Levels  —  Tliere  are  tliree  levels  in  the  Memo- 
rial Stadium  Press  Box:  1)  Working  Press  Deck  (print 
media);  2)  Photo  Deck  (photogmphers,  home/visiting 
radio  &  TV  networks);  and  3)  Special  Guests  Booths  (also 
includes  booths  for  home/visiting  coaching  staffs). 

Working  Press  Deck  (level  1 )  —  Tliis  level  is  reserved  for 
print  media,  non-originating  radio  :md  TV  reporters,  and 
Sports  Infomiation  personnel  onl}'.

Special  Guests  Oevel  3)  —  Tliis  level  contains  individual 
booths  for  the  Universit)  of  Illinois  special  guests,  as  well 
as  separate  booths  for  home  and  visiting  coaching  staffs. 

Sidelines 

Hie  University  of  Illinois  follows  NCAA  and  Big  Ten  rules 
regarding  media  rcpresentati\'es  on  the  sidelines.  Photog- 
raphers are  not  pennitted  to  shoot  between  the  25-yard 
lines  and  they  must  wear  both  a  sideline  credential  and  a 
photo  armband  at  all  times.  Violators  of  the  policy  will  be 
escorted  from  the  stadium. 
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Credentials 

Press  Box  —  All  members  of  the  media  covering  the 
game  in  a  working  capacity'  must  secure  appropriate 
credentials  in  advance  from  Mike  Pearson,  Vl  Sports 
Information  Director.  We  would  appreciate  receiving 
these  requests  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  date  of  the 
game.  Requests  for  working  space  in  the  press  box, 
sideline  photo  passes  and  parking  passes  must  be  made 
on  your  affiliation's  letterhead  stationery-.  In  the  event  of 
heavy  demand  for  credentials  for  a  particular  game, 
requests  will  be  prioritized  according  to  published 
circulation  numbers.  Be  specific  when  requesting  the 
type  of  credential  needed.  Spouses,  dates,  non-workers, 
and  children  will  not  be  permitted  in  the  press  box.

lb  facilitate  tlie  schedules  of  Division  of  Intercollegiate 
Athletics'  (DIA)  coaches  and  administrators  and  to  expe- 
dite media  requests,  the  University'  of  Illinois  Sports  Infor- 
mation Office  encourages  media  personnel  to  arrange 
interview  requests  tlirough  the  Sports  Information  staff. 
Wlienever  circumstances  prevent  media  personnel  the 
time  or  opporuinit)-  to  follow  tliis  procedure,  DIA  coaches 
and  administrators  are  encouraged  to  accomodate  media 
requests.  Coaches  and  administrators  have  the  flexibility' 
to  establish  and  maintain  relationsliips  with  media  that  ac- 
comodate their  respective  schedules.

Among  the  elements  stressed  by 
the  academic  services  department  to 
assure  student-athlete  success  are 
counseling  and  tutorial  services,  a 
monitoring  program  and  a  state-of- 
the-art  computer  laboraton'. 

Athletically,  the  University  of 
Illinois  has  long  supported  a  broad- 
based  sports  program.  Its  coacliing 
staff  and  facilities  are  among  the 
nation's  best.  The  UI's  support  units 
include  excellent  staffs  for  recniiting, 
equipment,  facilit)'  maintenance,  fund 
raising,  publicity'  and  promotion.

In  the  past  10  years,  Illinois  has 
played  in  seven  Bowl  g;imes.  Heading 
into  die  1992  season,  the  Illini  were 
riding  the  crest  of  four-consecutive 
postseason  Bowl  trips.  The  most  recent 
trip  w;is  in  December,  when  the  Figlit- 
ing Illini  traveled  to  El  Paso,  Texas,  to 
meet  UCLA  in  the  John  Hancock  Bowl. 
The  seven-day  trip,  not  onl}'  included  a 
football  game,  but  provided  an  interna- 
tional experience  tor  the  Figliting  Illini, 
who  experienced  Mexican  and  South- 
western cuisine,  scenen'  and  culture  on 
the  trip. 

"Bowl-trip  experiences  are  unlike 
anything  in  college  athletics,"  Illinois 
Head  Coach  Lou  Tepper  said  at  the 
Joliii  Hancock  Bowl.  "You  t;ilk  to  Divi- 
sion 1-AA  coaches  and  basketball 
coaches,  who  have  to  go  tlirougli  the 
playoffs,  and  it's  just  the 
same  routine  all  week. 
Here,  we've  got  a  week 
where  our  kids  are  go- 
ing to  learn  sometliing 
about  Mexicans.  Tliey're 
going  to  leani  about  El 
Paso;  they're  going  to 
learn  about  Texas. 
They're  going  to  learn  a 
great  deal  about  culture 
that  they  would  other- 
wise never  experience."

Figliting  Ulini 
players  are  also  featured  on  a  regular 
basis  on  the  wcekJ}'  "Loii  Tepper "  and 
"lllini  Sports  Weekl)  '    TV  shows. 
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It's  a  tact  that  not  ever}'  football  standout  in  high  school 
earns  a  scholarship  to  play  for  a  major  college  program, 
but  that's  not  to  sa>'  that  there's  a  lack  of  opportunit}' — 
especiall)'  at  the  University'  of  Illinois. 

Illinois  has  a  tliriving  walk-on  program  that  has  led 
numerous  players  to  have  the  chance  to  ultimatel)'  earn 
scholarsliips  and  contribute  to  Figliting  lUini  victories. 

Several  Illini  walk-ons  have  been  major  successes, 
including  1991  first-team  Academic  M-vVmerican  Mike 
Hopkins.  Hopkins  joined  the  Illini  as  a  walk-on  in  1987 
and  was  red-shirted.  The  following  season  he  saw  action 
on  special  teams,  but  for  the  next  tliree  seasons  he  not 
only  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  team,  he  starred. 
On  the  field,  he  started  four  games  as  a  junior  and  ;ill  12 
games  his  senior  season.  Last  year  as  an  Illini  co-captain, 
Hopkins  won  honorable  mention  All-Big  Ten  honors  at 
strong  s:ifet}',  totaling  95  tackles  and  seven  tackles  for  loss. 

Two  rumiing  back  walk-ons  from  Chicago  have  been 
Illinois'  Most  Valuable  Players  the  last  two  seasons. 
Komeno  Bell  won  MVP  laurels  last  season,  leading  the 
team  in  rusliing  (664  yards)  and  receiving  (64  receptions 
for  503  )'ards).  Howard  Griffith,  the  1990  Illini  MVR  was  a 
second-team  All-Big  Ten  selection,  leading  Illinois  in 
rushing  (1 ,  115  yards)  and  scoring  (90  points).  Griffith  set 
an  NCAA  record  for  touchdowns  in  a  single  game  by 
scoring  eiglit  against  Southern  Illinois  in  1990.  Griffith 
was  drafted  by  the  Indianapolis  Colts  and  currently  is  a 
member  of  the  AFC  champion  Buffalo  Bills.

Yet 
another,  Dave  Harbour  an  19<S0s  Illini  letterwinner  for 
two  seasons  after  walking  on  with  the  team,  eventually 
became  a  member  of  the  NFL's  Wasliington  Redskins. 

"Our  walk-ons  are  vital  to  the  success  of  our  program," 
Tepper  said.  "Tliere's  proof  that  those  who  excel  have  a 
chance  to  be  rewarded  with  a  scholarship.  Two  of  our 
current  walk-ons,  Gavin  Pearlman  and  Alfred  Pierce,  were 
given  scholarsliips  tliis  past  spring.  We  couldn't  be  as 
competitive  as  we  are  without  them." 
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Since  1987,  17  Fighting  lilini  football  players  have  been  drafted  by 
the  National  Football  League,  including  six  in  1991  and  three  in 
1992.  Illinois  football  pla>'ers  also  frequenth'  sign  as  free  agents  with 
NFL  clubs. 

Thirteen  Illinois  players  have  been  first-round  draft  choices, 
including  four  in  the  past  10  >'ears.  Two  lilini  were  picked  in  the 
first  round  of  the  1965  dnift,  and  in  1990,  quarterback  Jeff  George 
became  Illinois'  first-ever  No.  1  draft  pick,  when  he  was  selected  by 
the  Indianapolis  Colts.
